The clos­ 
ing scenes were marked by tile usual 
ceremonies consisting of the presenta­ 
tion of gifts to the president of (be 
senate, speaker of the house and the 
leading officers of both bodies. 
Con­ 
templation of a welcome emancipation 
from the cares and responsibilities 
which are attendant upon the life of a 
statesman filled the legislators 
with 
happiness and for the nonce peace, 
sweet and serene, prevailed. The cus­ 
tomary resolution of respect for the 
speaker was adopted. The session has 
been one of the most eventful in the 
state’s history and has bristled 
with 
exciting and stirrrlng scenes at times. 
There have been many bitter

and on two occasions It seemed that a 
riot was imminent. Be this as It may, 
the weary statesmen are glad that the 
session Is over, and today they were In 
a forgiving mood.

Affecting Taxation— The Governor’* 
Ideae Will 
Now 
Be 
Practically 
Tatted. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 
Columbus, May 12.—The seventy- 
fifth general assembly of Ohio passed 
Into history at noon today. The clos­ 
ing scenes were marked by the usual 
ceremonies consisting of the presenta­ 
tion of gifts to the president of the 
senate, speaker of the house and the 
leading officers of both bodies. 
Con­ 
templation of a welcome emancipation 
from the cares and 
responsibilities 
which are attendant upon the life of a 
statesman filled the legislators 
with 
happiness and for the nonce peace, 
sweet and serene, prevailed. The cus­ 
tomary resolution of respect for the 
speaker was adopted. The session has 
been one of the most eventful in the 
state’s history and has bristled 
with 
exciting and stlrrring scenes at times. 
There have been many bitter 
fights 
and on two occasions it seemed that a 
riot was imminent. Be this as it may, 
the weary statesmen are glad that the 
session is over, and today they were In 
a forgiving mood. They were wilUlng 
to let bygones be bygones and Demo­ 
crats and Republicans fraternized to­ 
gether. 


Almost 1,000 new laws have been 
made, the 
most conspicuous 
being 
those embodying the taxation scheme 
of the administration. Tho Willis and 
Cole hills were the most prominent of 
the taxation measures, the administra­ 
tion plan for the abolition of the state 
real and personal tax being based* on 
these. These acts will determine the 
wisdom of Governor Nash’s ideas on 
taxation. Another important bill made 
law was the Cain measure providing 
for the collection of the Dow tax from 
speakeasies and places of questiona­ 
ble reputation, which sell liquor with­ 
out the formality of paying the 
tax. 
These violators will he ferreted out by 
deputies of the dairy and food com­ 
missioner, who will report their names 
to the county auditor to place them 
on the duplicate. 


The enforcement of this act 
will 
swell to no inconsiderable extent the 
present plethoric condition of the state 
treasury. 
Another law of much im­ 
portance Is the Ixmgworth-Herrick bill 
giving municlpalties>authority to issue 
bonds without asking the legislature 
for special enactment. This will also 
cut down the work of the legislature 
because 
hills 
without number are 
dumped In at every session providing 
for special bond issues. The import­ 
ant bilie which were done to death 
were the canal abandonment bill and 
the municipal code. 


The 
house and 
senate 
waded 
through their calendars with amazing 
rapidity Saturday, the upper body re­ 
maining in session almost until 
the 
tolling of the midnight hour. 
Bills 
were jammed through in a twinkling. 
More genuine work was crowded into 
the last working day of the session 
than bas been accomplished before in 
week’s time. The house wrought with 
unceasing energy during the day and 
when the eventide had come had most 
of its business cleared away. Several 
attempts were made to hold sessions 
at night, but they were fruitless. The 
members were in a merry mood and 
proceeded to have a Jolly time. Jests 
and books were burled at each other. 
Even the stern features of Speaker 
McKinnon relaxed and he entered in­ 
to the spirit of the occasion. Several 
of the Democratic members went out­ 
side where things were passed around. 
The closing hours of every session al­ 
ways witnesses such scenes.

Ira M arlatt, a life prisoner from Co­ 
lum biana county. 
H e w as th e stock 
su b ject for sensational articles in the 
press. H e w as wild and ferocious, and 
th e Infliction of th e m ost brutal and 
barbarous punishm ents only m ade him 
m ore rebellious and desperate. 
f T he m ore the m isguided officials a t­ 
tem pted to subdue him by to rtu re the 
w orse he rebelled. 
They tried every 
th in g but hum anity and kindness, and 
th e untam ed sp irit of M arlatt respond 
ed w ith wild ferocity. 
As he 
grew 
m ore desperate those in charge be 
cam e afraid of him , and they had 
special cell built of boiler iron, 8 by 
IO by 8, w ith only one little hole for 
ventilation, with rings above to string 
him up by the w rists, by way of exer 
cise and to break th e m onotony of his 
solitary confinem ent. 
H ere M arlatt 
w as confined and tortured, and when 
a sensation w as sought all th a t was 
necssary w as to stick in a pole and stir 
him up like a wild beast and M arlatt 
responded w ith ferocity. 
U nder W arden D arby’s m anagem ent 
ft hum ane policy has been pursued. He 
bas realized th a t th e prisoners are hu 
m an and have rig h ts th a t ought to be 
respected, and w hile brutal treatm en t 
could only degrade and 
harden 
pa 
Hence and kindness m ight soften and 
redeem , if not reform . 
T he prisoners 
have been well fed and b etter clothed 
Men never m editate or com m it crim e 
on a full stom ach, and th e best man 
aged prisons are those In which the 
prisoners are well fed, w ith an abund 
unco of good, w holesom e food. 
It is 
th e hungry crim inal th a t 
is 
alw ays 
alert for m ischief and eager for devil 
try. 
C aesar was not afraid of th e fat 
and easy Brotan, but he “liked not the 
looks of th a t lean and hungry CaB 
sius.” 
John Cunningham , an old detective 
from Cincinnati, w as placed in charge 
of th e courtroom , and th e solitary de­ 
partm ent, and with the w arden's ap 
proval he resolved to try kindness in 
dealing with M arlatt. He was released 
from his cell and given som e liberty, 
and Im m ediately responded by a sub­ 
m issive and m ore gentle 
dem eanor. 
Now he w orks In a shop near th e soli­ 
tary cells. He is an engraver by trade, 
and I found him sharpening a dividing 
tool. 
As his nam e was called he look 
od up, 
and 
upon 
introduction 
he 
paused and shook hands. 
H e has a 
good face and a pair of those keen blue 
steel eyes th a t denote th a t Indom ita­ 
ble g rit and spirit I hat nothing but 
death can conquer. 
He stu tters in his 
speech, and I can im agine th at this in­ 
firm ity m ust have been a source of in­ 
finite am usem ent to his keepers when 
subjecting their victim to torture. 
He w as anxious to know th e fate of 
th e bill to repeal th e habitual crim inal 
law. 
W hen entering the prison W ard­ 
en D arby sa id : “Go any place and talk 
to any one." This is a dangerous priv­ 
ilege to grant to a new spaper m an in 
som e prisons, but is such a perm it as 
would -be readily given by a m anager 
who is conscious of a hum ane purpose, 
and desires to discharge bls duty in 
th is m ost difficult position. 
T aking advantage of the perm ission 
granted, M arlatt w as asked why he had 
been so 
desperate 
and 
w hat 
had 
caused the change. 
“W ell, he said, “they tried to break 
m e for th ree years, and I w as deter­ 
m ined not to yield, even lf they killed 
me, but under the present m anage­ 
m ent they treat m e kindly anti I can’t 
fight that. I know that W arden Darby 
is not to blam e for my being here. It's 
his duty to take care of m e and the 
rest of us and keep us here, and m ain­ 
tain order and discipline, and as long 
as I ara treated kindly I don't w ant to 
be ungrateful and cause him any m ore 
trouble than I can help. 
“I don't think th a t any of us have 
any reason to com plain of the present 
m anagem ent, 
lf any of us have any 
gleVance we can send a request to* the 
w arden or th e board, and get a^hear­ 
ing and receive justice, w hereas if I 
even asked for a hearing before I re ­ 
ceived punishm ent of the w orst descrip­ 
tion. T hat kind of treatm en t not only 
m akes th e prisoners worse, but it b ru­ 
talizes and defeats tho sole purpose 
for w hich prisons are created, which, 
a s I tak e it, is to prevent crim e and re­ 
form crim inals.’’

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PRISON DEMON 


HAS BEEN TAMED 


Ira Marlatt of This County Appears 
to Have Been Conquered 


b y Kindness. 


HE HAS HO COMPLAIHTS 


To Make of the Prison As Now Man* 
aged— The Prisoner Explains Why 
He 
Was 
Desperate 
in 
Fomer 


Years. 


Columbus, May 12.—Under 
former 
managements of the Ohio penitentiary 
the star attraction of the prison was 
Ira Marlatt, a life prisoner from Co­ 
lumbiana county. 
He was the stock 
subject for sensational articles in the 
press. H e was wild and ferocious, and 
the Infliction of the most brutal and 
barbarous punishments only made him 
more rebellious and desperate. 
f The more the misguided officials at­ 
tempted to subdue him by torture the 
worse he rebelled. 
They tried every­ 
thing but humanity and kindness, and 
the untamed spirit of Marlatt respond­ 
ed with wild ferocity. 
As he 
grew 
more desperate those in charge be­ 
came afraid of him, and they had a 
special cell built of boiler Iron, 8 by 
IO by 8, with only one little hole for 
ventilation, with rings above to string 
him up by the wrists, by way of exer­ 
cise and to break the monotony of his 
solitary confinement. 
Here Marlatt 
was confined and tortured, and when 
a sensation was sought all that was 
necssary was to stick In a pole and stir 
him up like a wild beast and Marlatt 
responded with ferocity. 
Under Warden Darby’s management 
a humane policy has been pursued. He 
has realized that the prisoners are hu­ 
man and have rights that ought to be 
respected, and while brutal treatment 
could only degrade and 
harden 
pa­ 
tience and kindness might soften and 
redeem, lf not reform. 
The prisoners 
have been well fed and better clothed. 
Men never m editate or commit crime 
on a full stomach, and the best man­ 
aged prisons arc those in which the 
prisoners are well fed, with an abund­ 
ance of good, wholesome food. 
It is 
the hungry criminal that 
is 
always 
alert for m ischief and eager for devil­ 
try. 
Caesar was not afraid of the fat 
and easy Brutas, but he “liked not the 
looks of that lean and hungry Cas­ 
sius." 
John Cunningham, an old detective 
from Cincinnati, was placed in charge 
of the courtroom, and the solitary de­ 
partment, and with the warden's ap 
proval he resolved to try kindness In 
dealing with Marlatt. He was released 
from his cell and given some liberty 
and Immediately responded by a sub 
m issive and more gentle 
demeanor 
Now he works In a shop near the soli 
tary cells. He is an engraver by trade 
and I found him sharpening a dividing 
tool. 
As his name was called he look­ 
ed up, 
and 
upon 
introduction 
he 
paused and shook hands. 
He has a 
good face and a pair of those keen blue 
steel eyes that denote that indomita­ 
ble grit and spirit that nothing but 
death can conquer. 
He stutters In his 
speech, and I can imagine that this In­ 
firmity must have been a source of in 
finite amusement to his keepers when 
subjecting their victim to torture. 
He was anxious to know the fate of 
the bill to repeal the habitual criminal 
law. 
When entering the prison Ward 
en Darby said: "Go any place and talk 
to any one.'* This Is a dangerous prlv 
liege to grant to a newspaper man In 
some prisons, hut is such a permit as 
would be readily given by a manager 
who is conscious of a humane purpose, 
and desires to discharge his duty in 
this most difficult position. 
Taking advantage of the permission 
granted, Marlatt was asked why he had 
been so 
desperate 
ami 
what 
had 
caused the change. 
“W ell, he said, “they tried to break 
me for three years, and I was deter­ 
mined not to yield, even if they killed 
me. but under the present manage­ 
ment they treat me kindly and I can't 
fight that. I know that Warden Darby 
is not to blame for my being here. Its 
his duty to take care of me and the 
rest of us and keep us here, and main­ 
tain order and discipline, and as long 
as I am treated kindly I don't want to 
be ungrateful and cause him any more 
trouble than I can help. 
"I don't think that any of us have 
any reason to complain of the present 
management, 
lf any of us have any 
glevance we can send a request to* the 
warden or the board, and got a* hear­ 
ing and receive justice, whereas if I 
even asked for a hearing before I re­ 
ceived punishment of the worst descrip­ 
tion. 
That kind of treatment not only 
m akes the prisoners w’orse, but it bru­ 
talizes and defeats the sole purpose 
for which prisons are created, which, 
as I take it. is to prevent crime and re­ 
form crim inals.”

quail ten days was amcded.

season stands the same* ay last year, 
from November IO to December I. 
It 
also provides that any

person 
shall not kill in one day more than IK. 
quail, and In no case except when 
flying. 
The season for shooting wild duck 
Is fixed from September IS to Decem­ 
ber IT* and from March I to April 20. 
No sneak boat shall be used to pur­ 
sue ducks. 
Woodcocks and 
squirrel 
may be killed between August I and 
September I. and rabbits between No­ 
vember IO and December 15. 
Non-residents of Ohio must secure 
a license from the county clerk for 
which they must pay $25. 
The money 
accruing from such licenses goes to 
the State Fish and Game Commission. 
The clause in the new law which 
relates to blue gill and bass fishing 
reads as follows: 
“No person shall in any of the wat­ 
ers of the state, natural oi; artificial 
take or catch in any manner anv sun 
fish known as the blue gill, and com 
mon sunfish or black bass between 
May I and June I Inclusive.”

Paris, May 12.—The Temps yester 
day, referring to the destruction at 
■St Pierre, said: 
“We believe, from the information 
received here from the island of Mar 
tinique (meaning doubtless the offi­ 
cial dispatches), that 
the 
disaster 
surpasses all that imagination can 
conceive. 
The 
whole 
northeastern 
portion of the island is laid waste. 
Three large communities exclusive of 
St. Pierre have been destroyed. The 
victims comprise two candidates for 
today's ballotage for members of the 
chamber of deputies.” 
A dispatch received here yesterday 
from Fort 
de 
France, Martinique, 
nays: 
“All the hills surrounding Le Car 
bet and Le Precheur (near St. Pierre) 
are covered with refugees, to the 
number of 5,000, who are being taken 
away gradually. 
In the meanwhile 
provisions are being 
conveyed 
to 
them. 
Nine of Rescued Died. 
“Of the 30 persons who wdre orig 
inally rescued by the French cruiser 
Sachet the majority were teal luny 
burned, and nine died while on their 
way to the hospital. 
“The corpses which are heaped iu 
the ruins of St. Pierre are not only 
completely naked, but are frightfully 
mutilated.” 
The minister 
of 
marine, M. De 
Lanessan, yesterday received a cable 
dispatch from the commander of th.* 
French cruiser Suchet, dated Fort de 
France, Martinique, saying that he 
conducted a search at St. Pierre Sat­ 
urday. The captain reported that th-* 
town is now a mere heap of smoking 
ruins, under which the victims of the 
catastrophe are buried. 
The Suchet 
was able to convey some of the inhab­ 
itants of Le Precheur to Fort 
de 
France, but could not reach the north 
ernmost part of the island on account 
of the dense rain of ashes. 
The captain of the Suchet further 
reported that the Mont Pelee vol­ 
cano had a threatening aspect Satur­ 
day evening. Subterranean rumblings 
were still heard, flashes of flame fre 
quently belched from the volcano and 
atones were thrown out with immense 
force. 
A dispatch 
received at the 
colonial office here yesterday from 
Fort de France 
said there was no 
doubt that Governor Mouttet and the 
commander of the troops at S t Pierre, 
Colonel Dain, are dead. 


Consuls and Families Perished. 
Other dispatches confirmed the re­ 
ports that the American and British 
consuls and their families perished. 
M. Bloch, inspector of finance, and 
M. Labarthe, the colonial minister’s 
secretary, who have been dispatched 
by the government 
to 
Martinique, 
sailed from Brest yesterday on board 
th e French 
cruiser d’Assas, which 
carries money, provisions and other 
stores for the relief of the Martinique 
sufferers. 
A French cable official who went to 
fit. Pierre reports that the company’s 
office has been burned to ashes and 
th at there is no trace of the staff. 
This official adds that the cremation 
of the bodies of the victims has be­ 
gun and that 
the 
cable 
steamer 
Pouyer Quertier is proceeding to re­ 
pair the northern cable. 
The waves of lava are stilt report­ 
ed to be flowing northward. 
They 
have extended to Le Carbet. 
The candidates for election to the 


French chamber or leputies who per­ 
ished at St. Pierre were Mm. Percin 
and Le Clere. 
The colonial minister has organized 
a relief distribution committee, cou- 
Bistng of hmself and M. Decrais. for­ 
mer colonial 
minister, the colonial 
members of the chamber of deputies 
the colonial senators and a number of 
commercial men. 
The first meeting 
of this committee will occur ‘tomor 
row. 
The 
British 
ambassador. Sir Ed 
mund J. Monson, called at the Elysee 
palace yesterday afternoon and com­ 
municated to Piesident Loubet per­ 
sonally the sympathy of King Ed­ 
ward. 
Further Details of the Disaster. 
Fort De France. Island of Martin 
ique, May 12.—Advices received here 
yesterday from 
the 
vicinity of St 
Pierre (IO miles from here) contain 
further details of the terrible vol 
canto upheaval which resulted in the 
utter destruction of that town and the 
death of nearly all its inhabitants. 
The crater off Mont Pelee had been 
wearing its “smoke cap" since the 
Sd of Ma:, but there was nothing un­ 
til last Monday to indicate that there 
was the slightest danger. 
On that 
day a stream of boiling lava burst 
through the top of the crater 
and 
plunged into the valley of the river 
Blanche, overwhelming 
the 
Guerin 
sugar works and killing 23 work peo­ 
ple, and the son of the proprietor. 
A commission 
was appointed by 
the governor to investigate the out­ 
break and it returned a reassuring re­ 
port 
on 
Wednesday evening. 
But 
about 8 o’clock on Thursday morning 
a shower of fire rushed down on St. 
Pierre, and the coast from Le Car- 
bet, which bad a population of 6,00, 
to Le Precheur, which had a poula 
tion of 4,000, burning up everything 
in its path. 
Heroic Work off French Cruiser. 
Throughout Thursday * tho heat in 
the vicinity of St. Pierre was so in­ 
tense and the stream of flowing lava 
was so unremitting that it was al­ 
most impossible 
to 
approach 
the 
town during the early part of the day. 
As evening 
approached the French 
cruiser Suchet. after a heroic battle 
with the heat, suffocation and sul­ 
phur fumes, succeeded in making a 
dash toward the shore, nearing the 
land close enough to enable her to 
take off 30 survivors of the disaster, 
all of whom were 
horribly burned 
and mutilated. 
St. Pierre at that time was an ab­ 
solute. 
smoking 
waste, 
concealing 
30,000 corpses, whose rapid deeompo 
sition necessitated in some cases, in­ 
stantly completing 
their 
cremation, 
which was only partially accomplish­ 
ed by the lava. 
The inhabitants of Fort de France 
were panic stricken the morning of 
the disaster, when the sky suddenly 
blackened until it was as dark as at 
midnight. 
The seas shrank back 30 
yards, and hot rain began to fall, 
while gravel, the size 
of 
walnuts, 
poured down on the town. This last­ 
ed about 15 minutes. 
Survivors Nearly Roasted to Death. 
The 450 survivors who were brought 
here yesterday from the vicinity of 
St. Pierre by the French cable repair 
ship Pouyer Guertier came from the 
town of Le Precheur,

The 
Republican ' party 
stood 
pledged 
fo' f enact 
laws 
which 
would 
result 
in 
a 
more equitable dis 
tribution of tax burdens, and it is to be 
hoped it will be found, when the new 
laws have been tested, that good prog 
ress has been made In that direction. 
Certainly the assurance 1b welcome 
that the state's revenues will be in­ 
creased millions and that 
in conse­ 
quence a reduction in the state levy, 
benefiting all owners of real add per 
Bona! property, is to ensue. An impor­ 
tant new law is that allowing bonds 
to be issued by cities and towns with 
out special acts of the legislature. The 
failure to pass any laws 
regulating 
the conduct of primary elections or to 
enact a uniform code for the govern 
nient of Ohio cities is certainly to be 
regretted. 
But then, one 
legislature 
cannot do everything. The present 
general assembly, all things consider­ 
ed, has made a good record. The Co­ 
lumbiana county legislators, who have 
displayed much ability and good sense, 
are to be congratulated on the success 
which has attended their efforts to pro­ 
mote the welfare of local interests and 
deserve the thank* of their constitu 
ents for their faithfulness.

ern manufacturers 
But he said his

matter.”

Being thus afforded good opportuni­ 
t y to travel, Mrs. Barker made nu­ 
merous trip’s to the different islands 
sourrounding the one on which she 
lived abd on several occasions visited 
Martinique. 
She 
frequently 
spoke 
about Martinique and 
knew 
much 
about the country, though 
she 
was 
only 17 years of age when her father 
moved away from there and came to 
the United States 
After stopping at Philadelphia for 
a short tim e the family went to Can­ 
ada. where they remained a few years, 
after which Mrs. Baiter, who had in 
the m eantim e been m arried, came to 
E ast L iverpool with her husband. This 
was about the tim e the 
civil 
war 
broke out and 
Mr. Barker enlisted. 
While serving his country 
he .con­ 
tracted an illness which caused his 
death. 
Two children were born to Mr. and 
Mrs. Barker, one of whom is Mrs.

It was a moment of exultation fo*1 
the Cubans, m d the fact that the 
S ta rs ' a n i Stripes floated from its 
customary flag staff beside the Cuban 
flag over the castle did not lessen 
their enthusiasm. 
The Cuban flag flying over Morro 
was the same one which was first 
raised over the senate chamber.

cam e afraid of him, and they had J 
ap icial cell built of boller Iron, 8 by 
IO by 8, with only one little hole for 
ventilation, with rings shove to string 
him up by the wrists, by way of exer­ 
cise and to break tin* monotony of iiis 
solitary confinement. 
Here 
M arlatt 
was confined and tortured, and when 
a sensation was sought all that was 
necssary was to stick In a pole and stir 
bim up like a wild beast and M arlatt 
responded with ferocity. 
Under W ard en Darby's management 
a humane policy has been pursued. He 
has realized that the prisoners are hu­ 
man and trave rights that ought to he 
reaper ted, and while brutal treatm ent 
could only degrade and 
harden 
pa­ 
tience and kindness might soften and 
redeem, if not reform. 
The prisoners 
have been well f«*«l and better clothed. 
Men never m editate or commit crim* 
on a full stomach, and the best man 
aged prisons are those in which the 
prisoners are well f**d, with an abund­ 
ance of good, wholesome food. 
It is 
the hungry crim inal that 
is 
alw ays 
alert for m ischief and eager for d evil­ 
try. 
Caesar was not afraid of the fat 
and easy brutus, but he “ liked not the 
looks of that lean and hungry ( ’as 
atua.” 


John Cunningham, an old detective 
from Cincinnati, was placed in charg< 
of the courtroom, ami the solitary dc 
partment. and with tile warden's ap 
provHl he resolved to try kindness in 
dealing with Marlatt. He was released 
from his cell and given some liberty, 
and im m ediately responded by a sub 
m issive and more gentle 
demeanor. 
Now be works In a shop near the soli 
tary cells. 
He is an engraver by trade, 
and I found bim sharpening a dividing 
tool.

This is a dangerous prlv 
liege to grant to a newspaper man in 
some prisons, but Is snob a permit as 
would be readily given by a manager 
who is conscious of a humane purpose, 
and desires to discharge his duty in 
this moat difficult position. 
Taking advantage of the permission 
granted, M arlatt was asked why be had 
been so

“ W e ll, be said, “ they tried to break 
me for three years, and I was deter­ 


mined not to yield, even lf they killed 
me, but under the present manage 
ment they treat me kindly and I can’t 
tight that 
I know that W arden Darby 
Is not to blame for my being here. It's 
his duty to take care of me and lilt* 
rest of us and keep us here, and m ain­ 
tain order and discipline, and as long 
as I am treated kindly I don't want to 
be ungrateful and cause him any more 
trouble than I can help. 


“ I don’t think that any of us have 
any reason to complain of the present 
management, 
lf any of us have auy 
gievance we can send a request to* the 
warden or the board, and get a. hear­ 
ing aud receive justice, whereas lf I 
even naked for a hearing before I re 
ceived punishment of the worst descrip­ 
tion. 
That kind of treatment not only 
makes the prisoners worse, but it bru 
ta llie s and defeats the sole purpose 
for w hich prisons are created, which, 
as I take it, is to prevent crim e and re­ 
form crim inals.''

A dispatch received here yesterday

France, Martinique, 
says: 
“All the hills surrounding Le Car 
bet and Le Precheur (near S t Pierre) 
are covered With refugees, to the 
number of 5,000, who are being taken 
away gradually. 
In the meanwhile 
provisions are being 
conveyed 
to 
them. 


Nine of Rescued Died. 
“Of the 30 persons who ware orig 
Anally rescued by tne French cruiser 
Suchet the majority were fearfully 
burntd, aud nine died while on their 
way to the hospital. 
“The corpses which are lit aped iu 
the ruins of St. Pierre are not oui) 
completely naked, but are frigntfuiiy 
mutilated.” 
The minister 
of 
marine, M. De 
Lanessan, yesterday received a cable 
dispatch from the commander of th.* 
French cruiser Suchet, dated Fort de 
France, Martinique, saying that he 
conducted a search at St. Pierre Sat­ 
urday. 
The captain reported that th * 
town is now a mere heap of smoking 
ruins, under which the victims of the 
catastrophe are buried. 
The Suchet 
was able to convey some of the inhab­ 
itants of Le Precheur to Fort 
de 
France, but could uot reach the north 
erumost part of the island on account 
of the dense rain of ashes. 
The captain of the Sachet further 
reported that the Mont Pelee vol­ 
cano had a threatening aspect Satur­ 
day evening. Subterranean rumblings 
were still heard, flashes of flame fre 
quently belched from the volcano and 
stones were thrown out with immense 
force. 
A dispatch

Consuls and Families Perished.

death of nearly all Its inhabitants. 
The crater of Mont Pelee had been 
wwtnug lls "smoke cap’ 
since the 
8d of May, but there was nothing un­ 
til last Monday to indicate that there 
was the slightest danger. 
On that 
day a stream of boiling lava burst 
through the top of the crater 
and 
plunged into 
the valley

Blanche, overwhelming

sugar works and killing 23 work peo­ 
ple, and the son of tho proprietor.

Throughout Thursday‘ the heat in 
the vicinity of St. Pierre was so in 
tense and the stream of flowing lava 
was so unremitting that it was al­ 
most Impossible 
to 
approach 
the 
town during the early part of the day. 
As evening 
approached the French 
cruiser Suchet. after a heroic battle 
with the heat, suffocation and sui 
phur fumes, succeeded in making 
dash toward the shore, nearing the 
land Close enough to enable her to 
take off 30 survivors of the disaster, 
all of whom were 
horribly burned 
and mutilated. 
St. Pierre at that time was an ab­ 
solute, 
smoking 
waste, 
concealing 
30,000 corpses, whose rapid deeompo 
sitlon necessitated in some cases, in­ 
stantly completing 
their 
cremation, 
which was only partially accomplish 
ed by the lava. 
Thd inhabitants of Fort de France 
were panic stricken the morning of 
the disaster, when the sky suddenly 
blackened until It was as dark as at 
midnight. 
The1 seas shrank back 30 
yards, and hot rain began to fall, 
while gravel, the size 
of 
walnuts, 
poured down on the town. 
This last­ 
ed about 15 minutes. 


Survivors Nearly Roasted to Death. 
The 450 survivors who were brought 
here yesterday from the vicinity of 
St. Pierre by the French caille repair 
ship Pouyer Ouertler came from the 
town of Le Precheur, 
where, 
sur­ 
rounded on all sides by flowing lava, 
they were nearly roasted to death 
and expected momentarily to bo un 
gulfed. 
The work of relief is progressing 
here on th.- most extensive stale pos­ 
sible, but In anticipation of disturb­ 
ances the treasury building and the 
warehouses are guarded by troops. 
The latest reports 
received here 
showed that lava continues to pour 
down the slopes of tide mountain, 
slowly engulfing the whole north side 
of the island, while fresh crevasse* 
are continually opening.

Noises Heard 200 Miles Away. 
The thunderous noises, which were 
continually increasing, were heard iu 
neighboring islands 200 miles away.

resem bling

cauliflowers,

May 12.—At 23 minutes of 
8 yesterday morning a large Cuban 
flag was hoisted over Morro castle 
here.

steam er Julia, 
with 
President-elce 
E strada Palm a and

board, had been sighted, and cheers 
went up from the thousands who, on 
the shore c pposite Morro castle, had 
patiently awaited the Julia’s arrival 
since daybreak. 
Tile crowd cheered 
for the new president and for the 
flag, which was hoisted on the famous 
fortress for the first time. 


Moment of Exultation For Cubans. 


It was a moment of exultation tor 
the Cubans, * nd the fact rhat the 
S tars^ an i Stripes floated from its 
customary flag staff beside tho Cuban 
flag over the castle did not lessen 
their enthusiasm. 
The Cuban flag flying over Morro 
was the sam e one which was first 
raised over the senate chamber. 
It 
was sent to the castle Sunday. 
As 
it rose the bands stationed along the 
water front 
played the Cuban na 
tlana! hymn, steam ers 
saluted 
church bells were rung. 
Two hours later, after the last of 
the great fleet of vessels that had 
gone out to escort the Julia to the 
harbor had returned past Morro cas 
tie, this flag was lowered and raised 
over the senate chamber. 
There was continuous saluting ar. 
the Julia sailed between the row s of 
decorated tugs and barges and there 
were 
cheers 
ffrom 
the 
crowded 
wharves. 
The several 
warships in 
the harJ>or were also decorated. The 
Stars and 
S nipes 
floated over the 
wreck of the Maine, and under this 
flag the Cuban commission in charge 
of the festivities had caused a black 
and white pennant to he placed. 
The steam tug Dauntless, the old 
filibuster, was given the right of the 
line in the m arine procession.
